Chlamydia 
trachomitis major outer membrane protein, Plasmodium falciparum circumsporozoite. 
Schistosoma mansoni triose phosphate isomerase, or Escherichia coll TraT. 

8. (Original) The chimeric peptide or peptides according to claim 7, wherein said 
promiscuous T helper cell epitope has an amino acid sequence selected from the group 
consisting of SEQ ID NOs: 8 to 27.

10. (Original) An immunizing composition, comprising an immimizing effective amount of 
the chimeric peptide or peptides according to claim 1 and a pharmaceutically acceptable 
carrier, excipient, diluent, or auxiliary agent.
